in Canada, is one of the most promis=* 


ing features of the immigration sit- 
uation at the present time,” stated 
R. M. Pym, superintendent — in 
Britain of juvenile immigration for 
the Colonization Department of the 
Canadian National Railways, who 
arrived in Montreal on the White 
Star liner, “Laurentic” for the an- 
nual conference of National Railway 
Colonization department officials. 
Mr. Pym arrived with the final 
party of British juveniles for the 
season, numbering some 83 boys, and 


*, commenting on the amazing develop- 


ment of juvenile immigration from 
the British Isles Mr. Pym stated 
that altogether this season a_ total 
of 1,180 boys had been brought out 
under the auspices of the Canadian 
National Railways, This was an in- 
crease of 134 per cent over the 
season of 1928, and when it was con- 
sidered that 1928 season showed an 
increase of 84 per cent over 1927, it 
could be realized to what a great 


, extent juvenile immigration had be- 


come a factor in the general situa- 
tion. 

More than 1,000 of the boys coming 
forward this year, were placed by 
the British Immigration and Colon- 
ization Association, of Montreal, on 
farms throughout Ontario. The bal- 
ance have been placed by other 
organizations in both eastern and 
western Canada, “About 97 per 
cent of these boys have definitely 
made good,” said Mr. Pym. ‘Some- 
thing like one half per cent have had 
to be deported, while the remaining 
small percentage might be said to be 
still on the fence, with respect to 
their desire to stay in this country.” 

Generally speaking, the boys come 
from good middle-class families and 
many of them are fairly well educat- 
ed, bright and enterprising and 
eager to make a career for them 
selves in the new country 

“One of our greatest difficulties, 
im juvenile immigration work,” said 
Mr. Pym, “has been the prevalenc 
of the old idea, still persisting in the 
Old Country, that boys’ and- young 
men were sent to colonies only a 
last resort, if they were wayward or 
eriminally inclined. It is surprising 
to what extent that idea still per- 
sists, and it is only gradually that 
we are replacing this with the true 
idea that Canada is a wonderful land 
of opportunity, and that Br h boys 
and Britishers in general are wel- 
come here and that in this country 
they may build for themselves a 
future not possible in the old world.” 

“The juveniles movement has be- 
come very popular and the prospects 
for next season are exceedingly 
promising,” stated Mr. Pym. 


THE CAUSE OF FERMENTATION 
OF HONEY 

Spoilage of e iter honey due to 

fermentation and souring has be- 

come, particularly of recent years, a 

matter of concern to Canadian bee- 


keepers and others engaged in the 


handling and marketing of this pro 
duct. In former years fermentation, 
though not unknown to honey pro- 
ducers, did not present the menace 
it now does as long as. relatively 
little of the honey crop was held 
over from one season to the next. 
Recent years, however, have witness- 
ed in Canada an increased produc- 
tion of honey, while consumption has 
become less seasonal in nature, with 
the result that honey, in general, is 
now held for longer periods of 
storage than formerly, Consequent 
ly spoilage through fermentation is 
now being encountered to such an 
extent that it is one of the most 
serious problems facing those en 
gaged in the honey industry and the 
source of  considerabl financial 
losses. 

For the past two years the Divis- 
ion of Bacteriology, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, has been conducting 
investigations on honey fermenta 
tion, the first phases of which have 
been concerned with the organisms 
causing the spoilage and their pos- 
sible sources. In all cases yeasts 
have been found to be responsible, 
four different types having been 
isolated from the samples of fer 
mented honey examined These 
yeasts were found to be partieularly

sugar-tolerant varieties, capable of 
growing in high concentrations of 
sugar solutions which would prevent 
the growth of ordinary yeasts. 

Examination of the nectar of 34 
varieties of flowers commonly visit- 
ed by bees during the season result- 
ed in the isolation of 11 varieties of 
yeasts, all capable of fermenting 
honey. Of these, two were identical 
with yeasts actually found in fer- 
mented honey. Moreover, a study 
made of hive nectar from the apiary 
of the Central Experimental Farm 
revealed an early and constant in- 
fection of the nectar by sugar- 
tolerant yeasts, some of which cor- 
responded with those isolated from 
flowers, one being, in addition, a 
variety found in fermented honey. 

That honey may be infected by 
yeasts at the time of extraction was 
shown by tests made in the extract- 
ing house. From various containers 
used for handling honey, yeasts 
causing fermentation were isolated, 
likewise from the air. It is there- 
fore within the power of the bee- 
keeper to keep out at least a part of 
the contamination of extracted 
honey by exercising precautions at 
the time of extraction and by insur- 
ing that all honey containers and 
utensils are thoroughly sterilized be- 
fore use. 

Further studies in the subject of 
fermentation are in progress.
